PROCEDURAL HISTORY 



The original action was filed onApril13,2007. On30 September, 2008, the court determined that the service 
was defective. On November 17, Revision 1 was filed that replaced the original Bill of Complaint. 
Plaintiff agreed to numerous requests for extension to deliver the FOIA data. The last extension expiring in 
August 2009. Since August 2009, 

At the November 6, 2009 Status Conference, Plaintiff was invited to submit a Motion to Amend to revise the 

Bill of Complaint to include all outstanding FOIA/PA items. This 

JURISDICTION 

1 . This Court has original jurisdiction pursuant to 5 U.S.C. § 552 and §552a. 

2. Venue is proper in this district pursuant to 5 U.S.C. § 552 and §552a. 

3. This court has authority to award the requested damages and costs pursuant to 5 U.S.C 552a; and 
requested injunctive relief pursuant to 5 U.S.C § 552 and §552a. 

THE PARTIES 

4. Plaintiff Daniel E. Heily is a citizen of the State of Virginia. 

5. Defendant Department of Defense is a governmental entity led by the Honorable Dr. Robert M. Gates. 

6. Defendant Department of Justice is a governmental entity led by the Honorable Alberto R. Gonzales. 

7. Office of Management and Budget (OMB) is a governmental entity led by the Honorable Jim Nussle, 
Director. Per Executive Order 12805 of May 11, 1992: 

a) The The Deputy Director for Management of OMB is the Chairperson of the President's 
Council on Integrity and Efficiency (PCIE); and 

b) The Directorof the Office of Managementand Budget provides the PCIE with administrative 
support. 

8. Defendant Clay Johnson III is the Chairperson of the President's Council on Integrity and Efficiency, 
and Deputy Director for Management, Office of Management and Budget. Defendant Johnson is being sued 
in his official capacity as Chairperson of the PCIE. 

9. Leon E. Panetta is the Director of the Central Intelligence Agency and being sued in his official capacity.

44. As of December 21 , 2006, the DoD Inspector General considers Defendant DoD's response to Plaintiff's 
FOIA/PA requests to comply with the law. 

45. As of December 21 , 2006, the NGA Inspector General considers Defendant DoD's response to Plaintiff's 
FOIA/PA requests to comply with the law. 

46. Defendant DoD received the FOIA/PA Appeal document dated January 5, 2007 addressed to: Director 
NGA. This Appeal covered the requests made on January 25, 2006, January 26, 2006, January 30, 2006, 
February 9, 2006, February 12, 2006, February 15, 2006, February 20, 2006, and July 24, 2006. 

47. As of April 14, 2007, Defendant DoD has not responded the FOIA/PA Appeal dated January 5, 2007. 

48. NGA FOIA/PA regulations are in Instruction 5750.2, "NGA Instruction for Freedom of Information Act 
Program," 24 November 2003. 
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49. DoD FOIA/PA regulations include Department of Defense (DoD) Directive 5400.7, "DoD Freedom of 
Information Act Program," 29 September 1997, and DoD 5400. 7-R, DOD Freedom of Information Act 
Program, September 4, 1998. 

50. Defendant DoD received the FOIA/PA request in Exhibit A dated January 5, 2007 addressed to: Director 
NGA. 

51 . Defendant DoD has custody and control of all documents requested in the FOIA/PA Request to Director 
NGA dated January 5, 2007.

68. As of April 14, 2007, Defendant DOJ had not delivered all of the documents requested by the FOIA/PA 
request dated March 2, 2007. 

69. Defendant DoD received the Report to Congress provided by the Plaintiff. The cover letter to that report 
is dated March 22, 2007 addressed to: Senate and House Intelligence Committees with cc to SECDEF and 
D/NGA. 

70. Defendant DoD received the second entreaty to Director NGA that FOIA/PA is being ignored dated 
March 23, 2007. 

71 . As of April 14, 2007, Defendant DoD had not responded to the second entreaty that FOIA/PA requests 
are being ignored. 

DEFENDANT DoD's MOTIVE TO AVOID PROVIDING REQUESTED DATA 

72. Data requested in the January 25, 2006 and February 9, 2006 FOIA/PA requests would either prove or 
disprove that the Letter of Reprimand issued on December 21, 2005 did not comport with the applicable 
policy, including NGA Instruction 1455.1 etseq. 

73. Data requested in the January 25, 2006 and February 9, 2006 FOIA/PA requests would either prove or 
disprove that the Letter of Reprimand issued on December 21 , 2005 was retaliation. 
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74. Data requested in the January 25, 2006 and February 9, 2006 FOIA/PA requests would either prove or 
disprove that the Letter of Reprimand issued on December 21 , 2005 was part of a conspiracy. 

75. Data requested in the January 26, 2006 FOIA/PA request would demonstrate that the Final Decision 
Concerning the Formal Appeal of the FY 05 Performance Appraisal and Promotion did not comport with the 
applicable NGA policy. 

76. Data requested in the January 26, 2006 FOIA/PA request would either prove or disprove that the Final 
Decision Concerning the Formal Appeal of the FY 05 Performance Appraisal and Promotion was part of a 
conspiracy to retaliate against the Plaintiff. 

77. Data requested in the January 26, 2006 FOIA/PA request would either prove or disprove that the Final 
Decision Concerning the Formal Appeal of the FY 05 Performance Appraisal and Promotion was abuse of 
process. 

78. Data requested in the January 30, 2006 FOIA/PA request will demonstrate that the performance 
evaluation process is totally subjective. 

79. Data requested in the January 25, 2006 FOIA/PA request would either prove or disprove that the Letter 
of Reprimand issued on December 21, 2005 did not comport with the applicable policy, including NGA 
Instruction 1455.1 etseq. 

80. Data requested in the January 25, 2006 FOIA/PA request would either prove or disprove that the Letter 
of Reprimand issued on December 21 , 2005 was retaliation. 

81. Defendant DoD employee Larry Stephens left the following voice mail on December 12, 2005 at7:19am: 
actual voice mail may be heard at: 

http://dan.heily.com/NGA/051212%20Voice%20Mail%20from%20Larry%20Stephens.wav 

"Hey Dan, this is Larry its Monday Morning. I do want to let you know I wanted to try to touch base with you today. Ah 
this is this is this is ah is ah administrative, it relates to your appeal. You wouldn't know this, but this coming Friday, and 
over the weekend, I have gone through and pulled together a chronology of the issues that have occurred actually since 
January ah of this year, up to the end of the Fiscal year. And I have 31 pages of issues and comments right now, 59 
emails and I'm done. And I think that I can clearly show ah that you know, based on a promotion profile from a four to 
five, that you know, not only do you not meet it, ah but that you know I did give you credit for your GSMA work. That you 
may not have gotten a satisfactory, if I would if I have had just judged you on what I am going to show. I just don 't think 
that this is beneficial for any of us to go through this. I again, would much rather work with you and find a way forward 
that is positive then start reveling dirty laundry. Because I can show tasks that you got that you either did not complete, 
or not complete on time, guidance you were given that you did not follow. Ah directions that you were provided 
consistently that you ignored. Ah so, And, I just would would rather not do that. I would rather again, find a way to 
address the issues and move ahead. Ah, and I would rather address the issues and move ahead. Ah because I can 
show from mid-point on when these were brought up, until until now if I need to that some of the concerns that existed 
we've seen results. Which is the reason was in mid-point. And is the reason that I've already mentioned to you we have 
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to have a talk you know soon about what you are doing because some of it is continuing. But you know, it is your call. 
I would ask you to seriously reconsider because I'm you know all I have do is to show is show that you didn't deserve 
anything above satisfactory. And I can show that and I am very confidant of that. So ah But that is your call. But I would 
ask you to rethink it again Again, I'm I'm only about half way through all my notes and all my emails to do this. So when 
it is done, I going to have a very long chronology with issues from from January on until now if I have to. So, but ah, and 
I just would I wouldn't want to do this to anybody, So I don't really want to do this to you. But you know if if you want to 
continue, I will have no choice. Ah but I would at least like to at least touch base with you today about this. Thank you 
much. Bye" 

82. In the voice mail supra Defendant DoD is asking Plaintiff to "reconsider" his lawful action regarding an 
appeal of his FY 05 Performance Appraisal. 

83. Providing the data requested in Plaintiff's FOIA would document the retaliation threatened in the 
December 12, 2005 voice mail supra. 

84. Defendant DoD's combat support agency, National Geospatial-lntelligence Agency has no internal policy 
regarding the use of the For Official Use Only (FOUO) designation. 

85. Defendant DoD's combat support agency, National Geospatial-lntelligence Agency uses the FOUO 
designation in violation of Department of Defense (DoD) Freedom of Information Act Program Regulation, 
DoD 5400. 7-R. 

86. Defendants recognize that all emails are public records. 

87. Defendants are bound by U.S. Code 44 U.S.C. § 31 05(1 ) which states: " that records in the custody of 
the agency are not to be alienated or destroyed except in accordance with sections 3301-3314 of this title, 
and" 

88. Direct Hire actions made by Defendant DoD's agency NGA are governed by NGA Instruction Nl 4502 et 
seq. 

89. NGA Instruction Nl 4502 et seq restricts direct hiring actions to "A qualified applicant with an unusual or 
one-of-a-kind job skill ... direct-to-public hire is used only to meet a mission-critical need." 

90. The February 15, 2006 inter alia requested information regarding individuals hired under the direct-to- 
public authority. 

91 . Douglas Goolsby was hired by NGA under the direct-to-public authority. 

92. Douglas Goolsby was a personal friend of LaurieJo Litton nee Kelty. 

93. Douglas Gooslby did not have any unique job skills that applied to NGA. 

94. The hiring of Douglas Goolsby did not fill a mission-critical need. 

95. Evangelo Karagiorgis was hired by NGA under the direct-to-public authority. 
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96. Evangelo Karagiorgis was a personal friend of LaurieJo Litton nee Kelty. 

97. Evangelo Karagiorgis did not have any unique job skills that applied to NGA. 

98. The hiring of Evangelo Karagiorgis did not fill a mission-critical need. 

99. U.S. Code 10 U.S.C. , Defense Acquisition Workforce Acquisition (DAWIA) Corps has provisions for 
exempting "...who, on October 1, 1991, has at least 10 years of experience in acquisition positions or in 
comparable positions in other government agencies or the private sector." 

100. Per regulation, the DAWIA exemption is associated with each position that an individual holds. 

1 01 . A February 20, 2006 FOIA/PA requested "materials submitted by David Scopp for his most recent two 
DAWIA exemptions that he has requested." 

102. Dave Scopp has been in several positions requiring DAWIA certification. 

103. Dave Scopp applied for and has received one or more exemptions based on 10 years of experience in 
acquisition positions prior to October 1, 1991. 

104. In fact, Dave Scopp does not qualify because he does not have 10 years acquisition experience prior 
to October 1, 1991. 

105. Defendant DoD did not provide the data requested on February 20, 2006 regarding Dave Scopp 
because the Defendant DoD wants to conceal malfeasance on the part of Dave Scopp. 

106. On January 5, 2007, Plaintiff requested transcripts (or copy of tape recordings) of all individuals 
interviewed as a result of Plaintiff's January 24, 2006 IG Complaint. 

107. The transcripts requested supra are final documents. 

1 08. Defendant DoD intends no further action on Plaintiff's January 2006 IG Complaint. 

1 09. Defendant DoD did not provide the transcripts because it would show that the Defendant DoD's IG (both 
at the DoD level and the NGA level) have become co-conspirators in the malfeasance/misfeasance on the 
part of Defendant DoD. 

110. On January 22, 2007, Plaintiff requested the Defendant DoD IG Complaint File from the DoD IG for the 
complaint that was filed on January 24, 2006. 

111. The Complaint file mentioned supra is a final document. 
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1 12. Defendant DoD did not provide the IG Complaint File because it would show that the Defendant DoD's 
IG (both at the DoD level and the NGA level) have become co-conspirators in the malfeasance/misfeasance 
on the part of Defendant DoD. 

113. On January 24, 2007, Plaintiff requested the Defendant DoD IG Complaint File from the NGA IG for the 
complaint that was filed on January 24, 2006. 

1 14. The Complaint file mentioned supra is a final document since over fifteen months has passed since it 
was opened. 

115. Defendant DoD did not provide the complete IG Complaint File because it would show that the 
Defendant DoD's IG (both at the DoD level and the NGA level) have become co-conspirators in the 
malfeasance/misfeasance on the part of Defendant DoD. 

116. FOIA request to Defendant DOJ was sent certified on March 2, 2007(7005 1160 0002 7262 2933). 
Defendant DOJ signed the delivery receipt on March 14, 2007. 

1 1 7. Defendant DOJ has missed the statutory deadline for responding to Plaintiff's FOIA. 

118. Defendant DoD received the FOIA/PA Request document in Exhibit A dated April 22, 2008 addressed 
to: Director NGA. 

119. Defendant DoD has custody and control of all documents requested in the FOIA/PA Request to Director 
NGA dated April 22, 2008. 

120. As of November 14, 2008, Defendant DoD had not delivered all of the documents requested by the 
FOIA/PA request dated April 22, 2008. 

121 . Defendant DoD received the FOIA/PA Request document in Exhibit A dated April 25, 2008 addressed 
to: Director NGA. 

122. Defendant DoD has custody and control of all documents requested in the FOIA/PA Requestto Director 
NGA dated April 25, 2008.

130. Defendant OMB received the FOIA/PA Request document in Exhibit A dated September 16, 2008 
addressed to: Director OMB/PCIE. 

131. Defendant OMB/PCIE has custody and control of all documents requested in the FOIA/PA Request to 
Director OMB/PCIE dated September 16, 2008. 

1 32. As of November 14, 2008, Defendant OMB/PCIE had not delivered all of the documents requested by 
the FOIA/PA request dated September 16, 2008. 

133. Defendant CIA received the FOIA/PA Request document in Exhibit A dated April 21, 2009 addressed 
to: Director CIA.

Whenever the court orders the production of any agency records improperly withheld from the 
complainant and assesses against the United States reasonable attorney fees and other 
litigation costs, and the court additionally issues a written finding that the circumstances 
surrounding the withholding raise questions whether agency personnel acted arbitrarily or 
capriciously with respect to the withholding, the Special Counsel shall promptly initiate a 
proceeding to determine whether disciplinary action is warranted against the officer or 
employee who was primarily responsible for the withholding. The Special Counsel, after 
investigation and consideration of the evidence submitted, shall submit his findings and 
recommendations to the administrative authority of the agency concerned and shall send 
copies of the findings and recommendations to the officer or employee or his representative. 
The administrative authority shall take the corrective action that the Special Counsel 
recommends. 

f. The costs of the suit and attorneys' fees; nominal damages, and such other and further relief as 
the Court may deem proper.

Pursuant to Executive Order (EO) 12993, the IC was established as an 
independent mechanism to receive, review, and investigate, where appropriate, allegations of 
administrative misconduct against Inspectors General (IGs) and, in limited cases, IG senior staff 
members. The IC will refer cases to other investigative bodies, close cases, or take other actions 
consistent with its discretionary powers under EO 12993. 

In May 2008, the IC received a complaint from Dan Heily from Great Falls, 
Virginia. Mr. Heily is alleging that both the Department of Defense (DOD) and National 
Geospatial-Intelligence Agency (NGA), Office of Inspectors General (OIG) failed to investigate 
his complaints of prohibited personnel practices, reprisals, ethics violations and rights of due 
process. 

The IC reviewed the complaint at our June 2008 meeting and concluded that the 
allegations lacks a substantial likelihood of a violation of a law, rule or regulation, or gross 
mismanagement, gross waste of funds, or abuse of authority by the IG. A copy of the complaint 
is enclosed. The IC noted that the complaint was originally referred from DOD (DOD Hotline #

We have assigned your request the reference number above. Please use this 
number when corresponding so that we can identify it easily. 

First, I must consider your request for a fee waiver under the standards the Agency 
FOIA regulations outline, which you will find at Part 1900 of Title 32 of the Code of 
Federal Regulations (CFR). I have reviewed your request under those standards and 
determined that your petition does not meet them because disclosing the information you 
seek is not likely to contribute significantly to public understanding of the operations and 
activities of the United States Government. I therefore deny your request for a fee waiver. 

You may appeal this decision, in my care, within 45 days from the date of this 
letter. Should you choose to appeal the denial of your request for a fee waiver, you are 
encouraged to provide an explanation supporting your appeal. Agency regulations also 
specify that if the Agency has started to process a request, the Agency may only accept an 
appeal of a fee waiver denial if the requester agrees to be responsible for the costs in the 
event of an adverse administrative or judicial decision. 



As you are aware, the FOIA authorizes federal agencies to collect fees for records 
services. Based on the information provided, we determined that your request falls into the 
"commercial" fee category. You will be responsible for the full direct costs for searching, 
reviewing, and duplicating responsive records. 

Additional review fees, however, will depend upon the number of documents we 
find and the copying fees will depend upon the number of releasable documents. For your 
reference, we are enclosing a copy of our fee schedule. 

Search fees are assessable even if we find no records or, if we find any, we 
determine that we cannot release them. Consequently, we will charge you even if our 
search results are negative or if we cannot release any information under the FOIA. We 
note your willingness to pay all associated fees. 

The CIA Information Act, 50 U.S.C. § 431, as amended, exempts CIA operational 
files from the search, review, publication, and disclosure requirements of the FOIA. To 
the extent your request seeks information that is subject to the FOIA, we accept your 
request and will process it in accordance with the FOIA, 5 U.S.C. § 552, as amended, and 
the CIA Information Act. Unless you object, we will limit our search to CIA-originated 
records existing through the date of this acceptance letter. 

The large number of FOIA requests CIA receives has created unavoidable delays 
making it unlikely that we can respond within the 20 working days the FOIA requires. 
You have the right to consider our honest appraisal as a denial of your request and you 
may appeal to the Agency Release Panel. A more practical approach would permit us to 
continue processing your request and respond to you as soon as we can. You will retain 
your appeal rights and, once you receive the results of our search, can appeal at that time if 
you wish. We will proceed on that basis unless you object.

§1900.02 Definitions 

For purposes of this part, the following 
terms have the meanings indicated: 

(a) Agency or CIA means the United 
States Central Intelligence Agency acting 
through the CIA Information and Privacy 
Coordinator; 

(b) Days means calendar days when the 
Agency is operating and specifically excludes 
Saturdays, Sundays, and legal public holidays. 
Three (3) days may be added to any time limit 
imposed on a requester by this part if 
responding by U.S. domestic mail; ten (10) 
days may be added if responding by 
international mail; 

(c) Control means ownership or the 
authority of the CIA pursuant to federal statute 
or privilege to regulate official or public 
access to records, 

(d) Coordinator means the CIA 
Information and Privacy Coordinator who 
serves as the Agency manager of the 
information review and release program 
instituted under the Freedom of Information 
Act; 

(e) Direct costs means those expenditures 
which an agency actually incurs in the 
processing of a FOIA request; it does not 
include overhead factors such as space, it does 
include: 

( 1 ) Pages means paper copies of standard 
office size or the dollar- value equivalent in 
other media; 

(2) Reproduction means generation of a 
copy of a requested record in a form 
appropriate for release; 

(3) Review means all time expended in 
examining a record to determine whether any 
portion must be withheld pursuant to law and 
in effecting any required deletions, but 
excludes personnel hours expended in 
resolving general legal or policy issues; it also 
means personnel hours of professional time; 

(4) Search means all time expended in 
looking for and retrieving material that may be 
responsive to a request utilizing available 
paper and electronic indices and finding aids; 
it also means personnel hours of professional 



time or the dollar-value equivalent in computer 
searches; 

(f) Expression of interest means a written 
communication submitted by a member of the 
public requesting information on or 



concerning the FOIA program and/or the 
availability of documents from the CIA; 

(g) Federal agency means any executive 
department, military department, or other 
establishment or entity included in the 
definition of agency in 5 U.S.C 552(f); 

(h) Fees means those direct costs which 
may be assessed a requester considering the 
categories established by the FOIA; requesters 
should submit information to assist the Agency 
in determining the proper fee category and the 
Agency may draw reasonable inferences from 
the identity and activities of the requester in 
making such determinations; the fee categories 
include: 

(1 ) Commercial means a request in which 
the disclosure sought is primarily in the 
commercial interest of the requester and which 
furthers such commercial, trade, income, or 
profit interests; 

(2) Non-commercial educational or 
scientific institution means a request from an 
accredited United States educational 
institution at any academic level or institution 
engaged in research concerning the social, 
biological, or physical sciences or an 
instructor or researcher or member of such 
institutions; it also means that the information 
will be used in a specific scholarly or 
analytical work, will contribute to the 
advancement of public knowledge, and will be 
disseminated to the general public; 

(3) Representative of the news media 
means a request from an individual actively 
gathering news for an entity that is organized 
and operated to publish and broadcast news to 
the American public and pursuant to their 
news dissemination function and not their 
commercial interests; the term news means 
information which concerns current events, 
would be of current interest to the general 
public, would enhance the public 
understanding of the operations or activities of 
the U.S. Government, and is in fact 
disseminated to a significant element of the 
public at minimal cost; freelance journalists 
are included in this definition if they can 
demonstrate a solid basis for expecting 
publication through such an organization, even 
though not actually employed by it; a 
publication contract or prior publication 
record is relevant to such status; 

(4) All other means a request from an 
individual not within paragraph (h)(1), (2), or 
(3) of this section; 

(i) Freedom of Information Act or "FOIA™ 
means the statutes as codified at 5 U.S.C 552; 

(j) Interested party means any official in 
the executive, military, congressional, or 
judicial branches of government, United States 
or foreign, or U.S. Government contractor 
who, in the sole discretion of the CIA, has a 
subject matter or physical interest in the 
documents or information at issue; 

(k) Originator means the U.S. Government 
official who originated the document at issue 



or successor in office, or such official who has 
been delegated release or declassification 
authority pursuant to law; 

(1) Potential requester means a person, 
organization, or other entity who submits an 
expression of interest; 

(m) Reasonably described records means 
a description of a document (record) by unique 
identification number or descriptive terms 
which permit an Agency employee to locate 
documents with reasonable effort given 
existing indices and finding aids; 

(n) Records or agency records means all 
documents, irrespective of physical or 
electronic form, made or received by the CIA 
in pursuance of federal law or in connection 
with the transaction of public business and 
appropriate for preservation by the CIA as 
evidence of the organization, functions, 
policies, decisions, procedures, operations, or 
other activities of the CIA or because of the 
informational value of the data contained 
therein; it does not include; 

(1) Books, newspapers, magazines, 
journals, magnetic or printed transcripts of 
electronic broadcasts, or similar public sector 
materials acquired generally and/or 
maintained for library or reference purposes; 
to the extent that such materials are 
incorporated into any form of analysis or 
otherwise distributed or published by the 
Agency, they are fully subject to the disclosure 
provisions of the FOIA; 

(2) Index, filing, or museum documents 
made or acquired and preserved solely for 
reference, indexing, filing, or exhibition 
purposes; and 

(3) Routing and transmittal sheets and 
notes and filing or destruction notes which do 
not also include information, comment, or 
statements of substance; 

(0) Responsive records means those 
documents (i.e., records) which the Agency 
has determined to be within the scope of a 
FOIA request. 

§1900.13 Fees for Record Services 

(a) In general. Search, review, and 
reproduction fees will be charged in 
accordance with the provisions below relating 
to schedule, limitations, and category of 
requester. Applicable fees will be due even if 
our search locates no responsive records or if 
some or all of the responsive records must be 
denied under one or more of the exemptions of 
the Freedom of Information Act. 

(b) Fee waiver requests. Records will be 
furnished without charge or at a reduced rate 
whenever the Agency determines: 

( 1 ) That, as a matter of administrative 
discretion, the interest of the United States 
Government would be served, or 

(2) That it is in the public interest because 
it is likely to contribute significantly to the 
public understanding of the operations or 
activities of the United States Government and 
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and 

(v) Whether the requester has a 
commercial interest that would be furthered by 
the requested disclosure; and, if so, 

(vi) Whether the disclosure is primarily in 
the commercial interest of the requester. 

(c) Fee waiver appeals. Denials of 
requests for fee waivers or reductions may be 
appealed to the Chair of the Agency Release 
Panel via the Coordinator. A requester is 
encouraged to provide any explanation or 
argument as to how his or her request satisfies 
the statutory requirement set forth above. 

(d) Time for fee waiver requests and 
appeals. It is suggested that such requests and 
appeals be made and resolved prior to the 
initiation of processing and the incurring of 
costs. However, fee waiver requests will be 
accepted at any time prior to the release of 
documents or the completion of a case, and fee 
waiver appeals within forty-five (45) days of 
our initial decision subject to the following 
condition: If processing has been initiated, 
then the requester must agree to be responsible 
for costs in the event of an adverse 
administrative or judicial decision. 

(e) Agreement to pay fees. In order to 
protect requesters from large and/or 
unanticipated charges, the Agency will request 
specific commitment when it estimates that 
fees will exceed $100.00. The Agency will 
hold in abeyance for forty-five (45) days 
requests requiring such agreement and will 
thereafter deem the request closed. This 
action, of course, would not prevent an 
individual from refiling his or her FOIA 
request with a fee commitment at a subsequent 
date. 

(fj Deposits. The Agency may require an 
advance deposit of up to 100 percent of the 
estimated fees when fees may exceed $250.00 
and the requester has no history of payment, or 
when, for fees of any amount, there is evidence 
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(2) Application of schedule. Personnel 
search time includes time expended in either 
manual paper records searches, indices 
searches, review of computer search results for 
relevance, personal computer system searches, 
and various reproduction services. In any 
event where the actual cost to the Agency of a 
particular item is less than the above schedule

This letter is in response to your Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) request submitted 
to the National Geospatial-lntelligence Agency (NGA), dated August 29, 2009. You 
requested information (position description, resume, and vacancy announcement) 
associated with the external hiring action of nine named individuals. Your request is 
denied for the reasons set forth below. 

The names of the NGA employees are exempt from release under FOIA Exemption 3 
and Section 424 of Title 10, United States Code. Pursuant to 10 U.S. C. §424 we 
cannot confirm whether the individuals about whom you requested information did work 
or currently work for the National Geospatial-lntelligence Agency. This exemption 
protects from disclosure matters specifically exempted from disclosure by statute. 
Section 424 of Title 10 provides that no provision of law shall be construed to require 
disclosure of the name or title of any person employed by NGA. 

In addition to Exemption 3, to the extent that any such records may exist they would be 
exempt from disclosure under Exemption 6. Exemption 6 protects the personal privacy 
interests of individuals and their personally identifiable information when such disclosure 
would constitute an unwarranted invasion of privacy. 

We have conducted a search and found no records responsive to your request 
pertaining to job announcements, application materials and other related data. The 
requested announcements are approximately five or more years old and are no longer 
available. 

This response constitutes a denial of your request and you may appeal this decision. 
The decision to withhold this information may be appealed in writing to the National 
Geospatial-lntelligence Agency. Any appeal should be post-marked no later than 60 
calendar days of the date of this letter. Please enclose a copy of this letter with the 
appeal along with your reasons for reconsideration.
